Un Uctober 26 tho Earl uf Lonsdale,

Lard Lonsdale, as Honorary. Coliiiehot 
tho Ist Cumberland Volunteer Artillery, |

Adjutant-Genctal,, is competent to judge 
of the military cfliciency, and [ventured to 
ask his pinion of thé Chinescsoldiers.

The Japs, 
indeed, are probably tho most imitative 
people in the world. But thoy have no 
originality. . They seu a.godd thing, and at 
once adopt it, but they have no original 
ideas. You may soarch their works 
of art, pictures, porcelain, textile manuf. * 
aclutos, and embroideries, but: you find no- 
thing new, They have grown somewhat 
arrogant, tov. Since they were reesgniand 
ns ono of the Powers of the world their 
treatment of the Huropean has by no means 
improved. Ho certainly does not always 
get his own from tho Japanese law courts, 
Tsball not bo surprised to hear somo day 
that a white mon has been knocked down 
nd robbed in ono of the towne, ond then 
himeelf punished or fined for having: the 
meney about him.
